He then proceeded: "When Paul 


had corne to Rome the people gath- 
ered about him and wanted to kno 
what he thought of this new sect, a 
many harsh things had been said o 
them, possibly by people who wer 
not posted and were not qualified t 
talk intelligently. They felt tha 
Paul knew enough to talk intelli 
gently. 
At least they had the fait 


to regard his sayings as truth. The 
therefore 
put the question 
ver 


pointedly, 'We desue to hear wha 
thou thinkest; for as concerning thi 
sect, as we have heard mean thing 
said against them.' Very, few peopl 
pass through this world 
withou 


being slandered more or less. 
Si 


many people in this world are alway 
ready and apparently anxious for an 
opportunity to say something derog 
atory of the character of someone o 
to make accusations of certain points 
when they are entirely ignoiant o 
the question at issue. 


"The Jews thought they were the 


only people, and when tho Church or 
Christ was organized they called it 
sect composed of bad people, and on 
that day the Romans began perse 
cuting this sect because they were 
followers of: Christ, and these perse- 
cutions have continued against the 
Church uf Christ, or Christian church, 
to this day. We have been called 
Gravel-grinders, Campbellites, etc., 
but with it all we have been, anc 
still are, the followers of Christ. We 
are standing as a part of the treat 
church of Christ. 
In early 
days 


throughout Kentucky and Tennessee 
the preachers were driven from their 
churches, not for the harm they were 
doing, but for standing up for Christ 
and the unity of God's people. 
They 


were a few years ahead of the age 
Later the Lutbers.the Calvins and the 
Wesleys entered the religious field, 
and new denominations were born 
and new doctrines promulgated. Jsrew 
sects were formed, and trouble always 
follows setarianisin. 


"A united church has power. 
If 


the churches of the living God in this 
city, were to unite against the liquor 
traffic or anything on tha.t line, they 
could drive it from our midst in a 
very short time. But this they will 
not do. There are too many churches. 
In villages of 1,000 inhabitants we 
find at least five churches, all of them 
in debt on buildings, and each church 
half paying .second or third rate 
preachers, when if there were only 
one or two churches well educated, 
able ministers could be kept and 
there need be no financial embarass- 
ments. 
What we need, and musW 


have, 13 a unity of God's people. 
There is too much difference of opin- 
ion. Last year an attempt was made 
to form a federation between the Ep- 
worth League and' Christian 
En- 


deavor. It could not be accomplished 
on account of a came. Some wanted 
to be called Epworth Leaguers and 
others 
Christian Endeavorers. 
We 


should be united not only in name 
but in creed. We can not unite under 
creeds of men, but we must stand for 
Christ. 
Christ said theie should be 


but one body. There may be differ- 
ent opinions, but there is but one 
faith acd one baptism. All denomi- 
nations must agree that immersion 
was the original baptism. We must 
have unity of action. Other denomi- 
nations have had their splits and 
divisions on account of different opin- 
ions and creeds, but the disciples of 
Christ are the same united body, and 
their ministers are bold in advancing 
their doctrines and in standing for 
Christ. 
Were the preachers of other 


denominations to preach all they 
knew or thought, they would soon 
lose their jobs, and if they spoke 
falsely they would lose their souls. 
Therefore, they are mum on many 
subjects."

Hermauvillc, Miss., Oct. 24.—A fierce 


race war is on here. Bad blood has 
existed between blacks and whites in 
tliis county for some time, and Sunday 
it culminated in a bloody conflict. 


A negro man beat most unmercifully 


an old white man. When the deputy 
sheriff und two others went 
to 
the 


negro's house with a -warrant to ar- 
rest him they found his house sur- 
rounded with a crowd of some 50 negro 
men, all armed, and were fired on, A 
Mr. Potter was killed and the other 
two mortally wounded. 


Tiie trouble originated last Friday 


when a negro named Bill Burke had 
an altercation 
with 
his 
employer, 


Charles Freeman, 
a white man, in 


which the negro got the best of the 
•JiflicuHy. The next night a crowd o£ 
white men headed by Wallace Sibley, 
who was deputized to arrest the man] 
went to Burke's house, which is about 
a mi!e from Harpersville. 
When they 


arrived upon the scene and called for 
Burke they were greeted by a fusilade 
r'rom the negroes concealed in ambush 
in the bushes surrounding the house 
and in the house itself. 


Wallace Sibley, the leader, fell dead 


at the first volley, and three more 
white members of the crowd, James 
Johnson, James Hamilton and James 
Wells, were 
wounded. The whites 


returned the fire, but were unable to 
do any execution as their assailants 
were all concealed. There were not 
more than eight men 
in 
the white 


crowd, and finding it impossible to re- 
sist effectively they dispersed toward 
Harpersville. It was not known at the 
time that Sibley was injured, but upon 
a return to the scene he was found 
dead in the yard. The wounded dep- 
uties were able to get back to town 
with the assistance of their comrades. 
This occurrence took place early in 
the night. 


Crowd SeekH Vengeance. 


The news spread like wildfire when 


tlie crowd returned 
to Harpersville, 


During the night a large crowd gath- 
ered from the neighborhood. They im- 
mediately went to Burke's house and 
sol from his mother the names of all 
Parties in the crowd which had am- 
bushed the men the night before. 
In 


ail there were about 40 negroes who 
had gathered to prevent the arrest of 
Burke and a list was made up at their 
dictation. All of them had fled. Then 
the pursuit and search for each of the 
Proscribed darkies began. 
According 


to the statement of reliable citizens 
six negroes were found and killed by 
the crowd of armed and determined 


; citizens before the sheriff arrived. 


Sheriff ,T. M. Stevenson was wired 


, from Harpcrsville of the threatening 
[condition of affairs, and he was.asked 


Bet toge'lier a posse and come at 


'Ce to Harpersville. The sheriff lives 


I*. Morton. 10 miles away from the 
Lsc«ne. Gathering together.a posse of 


20 or 30 men the sheriff started'afono 
for the place. When he arrived in th< 
afternoon he was joined by crowds o 
citizens until a conservative estimate 
placed the number in 
over 300 men. 


Nine NuijroK* Killed. 


After leaving the house where the 


first tragedy 
occurred, the 
negroes 


immediately 
scattered 
through 
th 


surrounding 
country. 
The 
sheriff's 


pursuit resolved itself into a chase o 
the negroes implicated and not of t 
mob. 


Later three more negroes were found 


and killed, making a total of nine to 
date with about 40 more to be hearc 
from. Sheriff Stevenson, realizing the 
danger, immediately wired Governoi 
McLaurin at Brandon for aid in quell- 
ing the widespread disturbance. Upon 
receipt of the telegram the governor 
wired 
Adjutant 
General 
Henry at 


Jackson to get together a company ol 
the national guard and proceed to the 
scene upon the first train. General 
Henry 
immediately responded that 


there was no national guard company 
obtainable, but that he would get to- 
gether a company of armed men and 
render all necessary assistance. 


The governor procured a special train 


at Brandon, iu 
the 
meantime, and 


accompanied by a posse of 30 men, 
armed 
with 
shotguns, proceeded to 


Forest. 
Arriving here 
and finding 


that there was small _ danger of the 
riot assuming proportions beyond the 
ability of the posse on hand to keep 
in bounds, he wired General 
Henry 


that it would be unnecessary for him 
to bring his volunteers from Jackson.
